A multitap lets you plug in 
up to four extra joypads for 
games which can take more 
than two players.

CONNECT TO HI-FI 


Got an old PlayStation with 
AV outputs at the back? Then 
you can get the sound 
through a hi-fi by connecting 
them up with a stereo phono 
cable. New PlayStations don't 
have the AV outputs, but you 
can get an AV adaptor for 
under twenty quid that'll do 
the job nicely. 


MEMORY CARD 

The memory card is a must- 
have piece of kit for saving 
games. Some give you up to 
200-ish saves, but don't work 
with all PlayStation games. 
Our advice: stick with the 
official Sony memory card. 


STEERING WHEEL 

Steering wheels give you an 
added feeling of realism for 
driving games. There are 
loads kicking around, but we 
suggest you get the Logic 3, 
Mad Catz or Gamester II 
Wheel and Pedals. 


LIGHTGUN 

The lightgun is an essential 
piece of kit for shoot 'em ups 
like Time Crisis and Point 
Blank.
